On the Side of Peace 


E 


VERY week, it seems, sees the Irish situation 


arrive at n new impasse, the failure of an- 


other formula to bring about the final negotia- 
tion without which peace cannot be reached. 
And yet the exchanges invincibly continue. 
If 


sometimes it seems that neither Lloyd George 
nor De Valera is able to reach fresh ground in 
the debate, yet there is hope and, perhaps, a fore- 
shadowing of eventual agreement in the very 
fact that, despite the recurrent impasses, the 
truce lasts and the exchanges continue. 


There is at least reason to be hopeful that 


the resumption of fighting is remote. Whatever 
may be the outcome of the exchange of notes, 
there is relief in both England and Ireland over 
the cessation of the smouldering warfare of 
lootings and burnings, ambush and assassina- 
tion. The lesson, it seems reasonable, to think, 
has been driven in in the last two years so that 
neither side,will willingly be responsible for its 
eruption again. It is significant that Mr. DC 
Valera has in terms pledged his organization 
against violence with Ulster. And it is no less 
significant that the Trade Union Congress of 
Great Britain, and the British Labor party which 
is the second great political organization in Eng- 
land, have lately declared that resumption of 
the war would be an "outrage to the moral sense 
of the whole world and would never receive the 
sanction of tlic British people." 


This, is the silver lining of the cloud that 


overhangs the Irish difficulty. So long as both 
British and Irish avoid an outbreak of violence 
which will again unleash 
the bitterness 
and 


hatreds of internecine war, the apparent steril- 
ity of the correspondence between Sinn Fein and 
the British government is not so hopeless as it 
seems. 
For a permanent settlement to be 


reached, it is first necessary that the people and 
their leaders alike must realize the responsibil- 
ity which rests upon them; and tlic longer that 
the embers of distrust and savagery can lie un- 
fanned the more chance there is that they may 
die out altogether and the better the prospect for 
obtaining the mutual concessions which may 
make a settlement possible. Lloyd George and 
De Valcra may be doing very little else than re- 
stating their positions in different words, but 
meanwhile time is industriously at work on the 
side of peace. 


Rents 


THE Literary Digest quotes the National In- 
* riustrial Conference Board, in a report on 
conditions in 165 localities covering the nation, 
that "taking Ihc country as a whole the board 
estimates that rent decreases more than count- 
er-balanced rent increases, and that there has 
been an average decline between March and July 
of about one per cent. . - The prevailing opin- 
ion seems to be that rents are at their peak and 
that any change in the immediate future will be 
•downward." Which is, we would say right ofi- 
liand, pretty good hearing. But it should not be 
surprising, "for after all vents are, like all other 
necessities and luxuries of life, tied to the tail 
of the general economic kite. When the nation 
was singing 'Ta-ra'-ra-ra Boom-dc-ay" with the 
accent on the boom, rents went up. Now that 
the-refrain is more like "bump" than "boom , 
rents will be coming down. They will be assist- 
ed to descend by the increasing activity in build- 
ing which is reported from all over the country 
and has been noticeable in regard to residence 
construction in La Crosse. 
While there is no 


public, agency here from which accurate figures 
"lay be obtained, it is ncverthcdcss obvious that 
ihe amount of small home construction that has 
keen «oinq on in this city in the past few months 
has been considerable. And it is a fair rulc-of- 
thumb lo say that every house built means one 
ttorc pcrson""owninq his own" and one less fam- 
ily paying rent. Each reduces the demand ior 
rented shelter by so much, and so increases the 
difficulties of obtaining high, rentals. That is 
one of the reasons why we hear less mourning
